oburcbee. The first Da tha pastor’s aer- 
vice, iThat la, the pastor flUa tha 
principal placa in the order of axeroluee. 
Aside from the singing, he'oeouplea the 
whole time. We look to him on that 
occasion for hla chief public teaching 
and guidance. We need tha help hla 
sermons give in our upbuilding of 
character, that la probably the moat 
important reason In tha minds of moat 
ehuroh members j for employing a 
preacher. Other aid ha gives In leading 
us upward may In many oases be more 
Important, but those are individual 
oases, not of a public oharaoter. It la 
not of the, preaching aervtoe, however, 
that I wish to talk, nor yet of the Sun¬ 
day-school at this time. 

Rightly managed by lta leader (usual- 
iy tbs paetor) and rightly used by tboae 
in attendance, the layman’s meeting, 
commonly oalled tho weekly prayer 
masting, ought to be of larger value to 
thoughtful man and women, than that of 
any other publlo servloe. The pastor’s 
sermons give us his most esroeat 
thought on righteousness, from tbs view 
point *>f s theological student. The 
prayer meeting, rightly conducted, gives 
us the most earnest thoughts of Us at- 
tsndants on righteousness, from the 
viewpoint of ordinary life. 

Since It la in ordinary life; that we 
most need to apply all the lessons of 
righteousness, both commonplace and 
theological, and slnos It is the common¬ 
place things that make up the bulk of 
ordinary Ufa, It Is the real, the actual 
experiences of every day righteousness 
that are of vital Importance to thought 
ful men and womeo. Moreover, It Is 
usually the more thoughtful obureh 
member* that attend the prayer meet¬ 
ings—thoughtful as to a desire for a 
larger personal righteousness, and a 
larger power to exert a righteous In¬ 
fluence on others. 

It Is a matter of unsatisfactory per¬ 
sonal experience, on my own part, thst 
la over half ^century of prayer-meeting 
life I have found few meetings that were 
so conducted as to give their largest 
oommoaplaoe value to. those present. 
City and oountry, Methodist, Congrega¬ 
tional, Presbyterian and Baptist, I have 
found them shorn of their advantage, 
and orlppled In their accomplishment by 
three Important factors. 

First let me note what may be termed 
a mechanical obstacle. It needs no 
argument to prove that when one has 
)urned the half of u ton of coal, there 
but a half ton left. So, also, when 
thS;leader consumes half of tha prayer- 
meeting hour with ■ opening enerclses 
Including almost a full sermon) there 
e but a half hour left for the real 
aeoobpilshment Intended. 

Were I to have the mechanical 
division I would give the leader bat ten 
minutes for the opening exerotaee, in¬ 
cluding singing. I would limit each 
ay man to two minutes. That would 
jive opportunity far but twenty-five 
>ersone to take part If no time were 
liven to singing or to dosing. We can 
count on not lees, than five hymns If 
variety Is to be given to the exercises. 
That would take, with two mioutee for 
dosing, not lees then twelve minutes. 
That leaves opportunity for but nine¬ 
teen of the fifty to one hundred persona 
present to participate- Too few; for It 
s from these laymen that the beet help 
of snob a meeting comes. Indeed, if I 
were paetor I think I would have a 
program dock eet to strike at 8 o’clock 
or opening, at 840 for the dose of 
opening exercise, and at two minute in¬ 
tervals during the rest of the hour. 
Occasionally I would use It for Its aid 
n beneficial time division service. Oo 
alt other occasions I would try to keep 
Its leeeon lu practical application. 

Secondly.—While Lt la. unfair for the 
leader to preach a sermon on prayer¬ 
meeting evening, It is unjust for laymeo 
to withhold their participation. Person¬ 
ally I am grieved at the prayer-meeting 
sermon, and rejoiced and strengthened 
by the experienoee j of the lay members. 

Thirdly.—A common obstacle Is the 
feeling that nothing Is prayer except 
such words as are jittered in the 'formal

In the year 1561 Sir 1 Ralp* Yen 
aged thirty-seven and recently widow¬ 
ed, decided to make the “grind tour" 
of ttoe continent with his sou Edmund, 
aged fourteen. He gfivje a list of the 
clothes that were to be sent after them 
to Lyons. It included “6 FJtne night 
capps Laced marked Viln black alike, 
and 2 Fine night capps plaint,” for his 
own use, and “4 new plal&e capps 
marked V la Blew silkef* for the boy. 
There were also numerous elaborate 
shirts with lace and “New Cambrlcfc 
double Ruffle Cuffee tparked ▼ In blew 
thread, 5 paires of little Holland Cuffee 
for Mon, 3 paires of Cambria* double 
Boot-hose," and « large number of 
“fine Holland H&ndkerchera Buttoned." 
Also “2 Tufted Holland Whstcofitee 
Lined, 2 Dimothy Wastcoat*, 4 F*ce 
Napkins and 2 old Handkerchiefs and 2 
paires of old Linnen Stockings.” At 
Lyons a “Blacke trunke with 3 lockea 
and Wooden Barrea” was packed to go 
to Florence and the widowed baronet’s 
careful Inventory erf Its con teats shows 
that there was a great deal of the 
heavy mourning which the “etiquette 
of grief* required. “Black Cloath 
Doublets, Black Breeches and Cloake, 
Blacke Cloath Cape for a Ckiuke and 2 
other peeces of Black Cloath, Bla<jk 
Hats and Hatbands, Old Blacke Tafaty 
garters and new Black ribbon roses 
and seve^H peeces of extra crape.” 

Sir Ralph Verney’s baggage contain¬ 
ed no fewer than "0 serge under- 
capps and 6 Browne callieo under- 
capps." These were for wearing by 
day when the wig was taken off. And 
*3 plaine new night capps ooarae and 
SO Fine Peeked night capps and 2 
Night Periwlggs." His toilet equip¬ 
ment included “42 Tortus akell Agen¬ 
das, 2 gold Picktootha, Half Powder, 
2 Paires new Barbing La raws, Blears, 
and 8 Head-rubbers.” And there were 
“Muske for Powder, Clprur Powder, 
and a Puffe.” For emergencies there 
were a “Black Leather needle case 
with a great gold Bodkin, Papers of 
Pinna, Blew Thread, Shirt Buttons, and 
old White Round Buttons, Cap strings 
and Tape."
